Life Insurance Companies and the Law. 


Chicago Kecord-Herald: A year or two 


ago when better legislation regulating 
life insurance companies was on the pro- 
gram in many of the states the most ac- 
tive discussion of the subject came from 
policy-holders and their representatives 
rather than from officials of the compan- 
ies.

A Peculiar Gas-Rate Decision. 


Madison Journal: The recent decision' 


in the United States circuit court, Judge 
Hough presiding, declaring the' SO-cent 
gas law passed by the New York legisla- 
ture to be unconstitutional is a most im- 
portant one. 
The. grounds upon which 


the law is declared unconstitutional is 
that it is contlscntory in that it prevents 
investors in public service corporations 
from securing a return upon their invest- 
ments equal to the legal rate of interest. 
Judge Hough held that while the actual 
physical value of the New York city gn-s 
monopoly was $47,000,000, tuid the not 
returns from the sale of gas at 80 cents 
would bring a legal return upon that 
amount, there wa> a franchise value of 
812,0(1(1.0(10 more, the intangible value of 
the company's interests, upon which the 
same returns should be paid. 


The decision recognizes the 
right of 


the legislature to regulate the earnings 
of a public service corporation, and also 
the right of such a corporation to capi- 
talize its franchise.

in the decision as it seems to us, and j 
the point which we cannot believe will 
be sustained in the court, of final appeal, 
is that the right which a municipality 
confers upon a money-making corpora- 
tion, inny be made an increasing burden 
upon the people who granted it, rather 
than an advantage.

last summer with the object of study- 
ing methods of improvement of European 
waterways with reference to possible ap- 
plication of these plans to American riv- 
ers, 
has returned after four 
months 


spent on tho rivers and canals of Ger- 
many, Austria. France and England. "I 
am satisfied," said Judge Reid today, 
"that the Mississippi river if improved 
between tidewater and St. Paul is capa- 
ble of carrying ten times the traffic of 
all tho countries visited. 
I spent eigh- 


teen days on tho Kibe, eighteen on the 
Seine and five on the Rhone and Saone. 
J do not depreciate the value of German 
waterways which are used to their full 
capacity. If the Mississippi river was1 


used in the same manner as the modern 
use of the German rivers, it could easily 
carry all the freight produced in the 
Mississippi valley and at a very iow 
cost. 


Regarding the chain method of trans- 


portation used in Germany, every au- 
thority seen stated that where it could 
bo used it was very economical, as it did 
not require more than a third or quar- 
ter as much power as tho regular meth- 
od.

membership, an energetic act of officers, 
and 11 well managed and extensively cir- 
culated organ, American Industries.

manufacturers have ever formed.

taken up the study of the tariff through 
a committee, of which, H. E. Miles is 
chairman. 
In the January number of 


The North American Review, published 
this morning, Mr. Miles discusses the 
reasons "Why Manufacturers Want Tar- 
iff Revision." 
The main reason is stat- 


ed in these words:

8300,000,000 of tariff revenue that went 
last year into the government treasury, 
but we make very great objection t-o the 
.?500.0dO,000 or more that went into the 
pockets of the favored few who collect- 
ed the revenue for their personal and 
private gain, with the connivance and 
approval of congress, on products made 
within the country." 


These manufacturers 
believe in the 


"principle" of protection. They define 
it thus: 
"That the schedules shall be 


such as, all things considered, amply 
cover the difference between the cost of 
production, in this country and the cost 
of production abroad, thereby maintain- 
ing our high wage scale and standard of 
living." Mr. Miles cites a number of in- 
stances in which this principle is grossly 
violated in the present tariff. There is 
the Standard Oil company, with a tax of 
100 per cent to :MO per cent on Russian 
oil, its only possible competitor, smug- 
gled into the tariff in a "proviso." There 
is the protection to beet sugar which 4 
brings the price to the home consumer- 
sugar is the material of important man- 
ufactures—to nearly double 
the price 


abroad. There is the tax on borax for 
the bcnelit of the Pacific Coast Borax 
company, which makes possible a price 
here three times as great as 
abroad. 


There are the rates on cutlery, ranging 
from SO per cent to nearly loO per cent, 
the heaviest burden being borne by the 
cheapest articles, and thus falling on 
the poorer consumers. 


These are some of the examples ic 


which Mr. Miles points as showing th« 
costliness and the injustice of the tariff. 
There are many others quite as striking. 
He estimates the "graft" in the opera- 
tion of the present tariff at a half bil- 
lion dollars annually. He advocates s 
non-partisan, expert tariff commission ta 
report a revision. Here is his final ap- 
peal : 


"Let us. therefore, have fair and just 


reciprocity, moderate and honest protec- 
tion, genuine and equalizing 
revision. 


Moreover. let this revision be made by 
honest and competent friends of protec- 
tion, who can be counted upon to safe- 
guard the financial interests of the coun- 
try—those who require protection and 
depend upon it, who will ask for what 
they ought to have, and get it, and con- 
fess to what they ought not to have and 
relinquish it."
